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UNEMPLOYMENT AND SICKNESS BENEFITS, FEBRUARY, 1950. 


1. GENERAL 


Tais bulletin, issued by the Commonwealth Statistician (Dr. Roland 
Wilson) covers the operations of Part VII of the Social Services Consolidation Act, 
1947-49, for the month of eta 1950, and the eight months ended February, 
1950. This information has becon compiled from data made available by the 
Department of Social Sereioaat ivy Owing) toi circumstances beyond the control of this 
Bureau no bulletin has been issued since that for June, 1949. 


The number of recipionts of benefit does not embrace the total 
ee and sickness in the community. Unemployment or sickness of less than 
even days' duration is not covered, owing to the provision in the Act of a 
fet ting period" of this longth of timo during which no benefit is payable. The 
application of a "means test" excludes another group from benefit. 


Special Benefit is paid in cases of hardship where the claimant is not 
qualified for either of the othor benefits The numbers of New Australians 
receiving special benefit have now been esorued from the tables in this bulletin; 
the amount of such benefits paid, howevor, is included in Table I. 


The number of "persons on benefit" relates to principal beneficiaries 
who would normally be breadwinnors. Dependants of such beneficiaries are 
excluded. 


Admittances and exits in Sections 3, 5 (pars. ii, iii, & iv) and 6 
refer to those notified during thc period shown and not to those which actually 
occurred een the period. 


Due to dclay in the receipt of information in respect of somo benefice 
iarics the figures are subject to revision. This applies particularly to exits, 
and results in persons on benefit at the end of the later months being overstated.

Discharges and lay-offs are separations on the initiative of the employer 
the broad distinction being that a discharge is final and there is no likelihood of 


the person being re-engaged, at least in the near future. A lay-off is a 
separation of a temporary nature with the idea that the job will be available again 
for the employee as soon as circumstances permit. Quits are separations which are 


made by initiative of the employee.
